Sen. Jackson warns 
against Canal opening

diplomacy” aimed st reopening the Suez Canal. He said that if the 
Canal were back in operation, the U.S. “could weil find itself under- 
taking to prevent, by force if necessary, Soviet-Hgyptian movement 
President Zalman Shazar yesterday onto the east bank.” He added that, without means to assure against 
such a crossing, Israel could not be expected to withdraw from the 


“Bar-Lev line.” 

The Senator said the Camal was 
a trump card in any settlement and 
should not be squandered to obtain

PORT-AU-PRINCEH, Haiti (Reuter). 
— President Francois “Papa Doc" 
Duvalier, dictator of Haiti for 14 
years, died here on Wednesday night 
at the age of 64, 

Ax official announcement said tha: 
the dead president's son, 19-year-old 
Jean-Claude, has succeeded him ag 
head of the over four million people 
ofthis Caribbean Negro nation. He 
had been declared offical heir to 
his father In January. 

‘The new president broadcast to the 
nation yesterday afternoon, pi 
to carry on the work of his father. 
He named a new cabinet and a citi- 
zens’ group to assist him in his task. 

The country was officially dec- 
lared in mourning and schools and 
public offices were closed. 

Papa pod nad presided over a 
country of fear since first taking 
office in 1957. 

Loudspeakers and all radio: sta- 
tions played organ music, but the 
atmosphere appeared calm and peo- 
ple seemed to be going about their 
business as usual. In the centre of 
Port-au-Prince, markets and shops 
were open ami street vendors sold 
their huge baskets of tropical fruits. 

Many ordinary islanders seemed 
unaware of Papa Doc's death.

‘The children were playing on the 
sand pile near a construction site 
on Rehov Levi Eshkol, not far from 
the local Kupat Holim clinic. The 
spot is favourite with the neigh- 
bourhood youngsters. 

Tt is still not clear exactly whet 
happened. However, it is known 
that heavy slabs of concrete discard- 
ed by building contractors were 
burled under the top layer of sand, 
and it is possible that the recent 
rains loosened the earth from under 
them. They may have toppled as 
the children climbed up and slid 
down the hill. 

Another possibility fs that the 
children dug a hole and were 
buried under the sand when the 
sides gave way. Police believe the 
children were killed instantly. 

"The discovery of the bodies came 
after a night-long search by police 
and civil defence guards. When the 
boys failed to return to their homes 
at sundown on Wednesday, the 
parents went out to look for them 
around the neighbourhood. Police 
were alerted and soon joined 
the search with tracking dogs. 
Civil defence guards and neigh- 
bours also helped to canvass the 
area, with particular attention pala 
to the many orange groves in the 
neighbourhood. 


5-YHAR-OLD’S TIP 
After a short break, the search 
was renewed at dawn with mounted 
policemen taking part as well. Soon 
after the report of the missing

Max Frankel dead 


Prof, Max Frankel, one of the 
Hebrew University’s veteran faculty 
members and a pionear of organic 
chemistry in Israel, died in Jerusa- 
lem on ‘Wednesday night. He was 
70. 

Born in Gross-SeelowHkz (Austria) 
In October, 1900, he was educated 
at the Technische Hochschule, Broo, 
and at the University of Vienna, 
where he received his Dr. Phil. in 
1923. He subsequently went on to 
serve as an Assistant in chemical 
technology at that university and 
as a research worker of the Central 
Laboratory of the Verein fir Che- 
mische und Metallurgische Produk- 
tion, Aussig. Given a temporary 
appointment at the just-opened Heb- 
rew ‘University of Jerusalem in 
1925, he was appointed to the full- 
time staff in 1926, serving under 
Prof. Andor Fodor in the Depart- 
ment of Biological and Colloidal 
Chemistry. 

Max Frankel’s work soon won 
him International recognition and 
by 1934 he had been appointed a 
senior lecturer. He wae appointed 
assoclate profesgor in 1947 and full 
rofessor in 1958. 

He headed the Department of 
Organic Chemistry A for several 
years prior to his retirement from 
the University in 1970, 

Prof. Frankel has wHled his body 
for the advancement of science.
